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THE NICHOLS FAMILY 


William Nichols of Springfield, Mass., appears to have been one 
of the early settlers of Brimfield, Mass., though he evidently died 
before the distribution of land to the original proprietors, as Lot 8 
is apportioned to the "William Nichols heirs” May 23, 1732. 

The descendents were afterwards large land owners from the Tower Hill 
Road westward, the dwelling house occupied in 1843 by L. A. Cutler, 
and supposed to be the oldest in Brimfield, Mass., was built by Cap't. 
Samuel Nichols about 1754.

When in 1874, repairs were made on the house in which Cap't. 
Nichols used to live, then occupied by L. A. Cutler, a letter to Bap't. 
Nichols was found, written by Jesse Parker, at that time one of the 
soldiers from brimfield, stationed at ¥ishkill. 

In the kitchen of UCap't. Nichols house on the wood work over the fire 
place some Hessians, that lodged there for a time, carved their names. 
They were stragglers from Burgoyne's army, who preferred to find a 
home in America, than to be given up to the British. Ihe surrender of 
Burgoyne's Army took place Oct. 17, 1777, and half of same Hessians, 
who became prisoners of War.

Sergeant: Luther Nichols, his wife Ellen and daughter Adaline A. 
were among the oldest settlers of Chicago. They came from Ft. Niagara, 
N. Y.to ft. Dearborn on June 20, 1832 with Major Jhistler, which was 
during the Black Hawk War and spent the first three weeks in 
the old fort. 


in 1833 they went to Ft. Mackinac Mich., and returned to Chicago 
in the spring of 1834, where they lived in a cabin near the fort at a 
point where the river runs into the lake. *In August 1835, Sergeant 
Nichols was elected Constable. For the year of 1840, he was Chief af 
the Volunteer Fire Dep't., and a Police Cap't. in 1855 under the 
Mayor Levi D. Boone. 


When they came to Chicago in 1832, there were only 100 residents 
and five or six log houses. In 1840 the population rose to 4853, and by 
August 1, 1843 it was 8500. In the general Directory Luther Nichols was 
listed as a drayman, and also was 3rd Vice Pres. of the Vashington 
Temperance Society, which had a membership of 1100.%** 


In 1853 the Nichols family lived at 12, Edina place,(now called 
Plymouth Court). Luther received a gold medal from the Government for 
bravery in the Lager Beer riots of the Germans ApRIL 2h 1855.
